end in an happy and fate Peace z.which being {o_ mych defired by all 
good Chriſtians and. Countreymen , The Eſtates of Parliament have 
reaſon to be-confident of their ready and cheetfilll eoncutrence with 
their perſons and forruties in the way and meat for — the fame, 
whereunro alſo ( albeit Religion were not in hazard ) the Kingdontes 
honour ſo much interefſed , were'ofit ſelf a motive ſtrong enough to 
prevail with every true Scortiſh heart: And therefore have ſtatute and 
ordained,that any Leavyes formerly appointed by warrant of the Pat- 
tiament, Convention of Eſtates, of any Committee from them reſpe- 
#i07,or Run-aways from any Regitnents, who havertturned back to 
their Shires, and are now lurking in the ſame ;, be with all expedirion 
pur our and delivered to thoſe Regiments unto which chey are allig- 
ned by any Acts of Parliatnent, Convention,or Comntiittee, or fro 
- which they are Rut-aways , and thar chere be hv neglett in the die 
6xecution hereof, The faids Eſtates Ordaities the Cominittees of War 
in ilk Shire 7eſpedtive,to be carefull herein ; as one of the mSſt ſpeciall 
and neceſſary points of the truſt commitred unto them. And becauſe 
the number of rhe ſaids Deficients atid Run-aways will ttot be ſuffici- 
ent to make up the Ten thouſand Foot , appointed r5 be etitertsined 
within, and for the ſervice of this Kingdome , and alſo to ſtretigthent 
and recrutethe Armies in England ; They have therefore ſtature and 
ordained , that anew Leavye of Foot to belayde on and taiſed our of 
the ſeverall Shires and Burghs of this Kingdome , accorditig to ſuch 
proportions, and for rhe Rectues of ſuch Regiments as ſhall be conraj- 
ned inthe Liſtto be tnade up by the Commirtee of Eſtates : And be- 
cauſe upon the ſpeedie and effeturl[execution-6t- rhis Otdinance ( as 
the only probable humane meatis } fo much dependeth aff the honour

and happineſle of this Kingdome ; The Eſtates of Parliament have. 
rhoughtr fitting ſeriouſly to recommend to the Committees of Warre | 
of the ſeverall Shires, heartily and with publick ſpirirs,over all difficul- 
ties, to adde unto the former, this new teſtimony of their reſolutions, * 
ro purſue the ends expreſt in their Covenant; with their lives, fortunes, 
and eſtares,and ſpeedily to deliver their ſeverall proportions of men,ro 
ſuch Officers of the aforeſaid Regiments reſpedFiv?, as ſhall be appoin- 
ted for receiving of the ſame from them. And further Statutes and 
Ordains , thatthe ſaids numbers of men appointed to be raiſed out of 
the ſeverall Shires and Burghs,be in readineſſe , and be delivered be- 
twixt and the Tenth day of March next,ro ſuch Officers as ſhall be ap- 
pointed by the Colonels reſpe&ive foreſaids for receiving of the ſame. 
And that betwixt and the ſaid Tenth day of March,the Committees of 
Warre of the ſeverall Shires,ſhall ſend ſome of their own number, ful- 

ly inſtruted,to give an accompt of their diligence, both in putting our 
_ this new Leavy,and their former Deficients , unto the Committee of

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Be He Committee of Eſtates taking to their ſerious confide- 
a ration ths condition of the Forces within and without this 
So Kingdome,imployed for defence of Religion, and carrying 
SAY on the Warre againſt the enemies thereof,and how neceſla- 
ry it is that the Forces be ſtrengthened and put in an preſent poſture, 
for proſecuting of this great Work, againſt all oppoſition , together 
with the Liſt of a new Leavy remitted to them by the Eſtates of Par- 
liament upon the fourth day of February inſtant, whereby the conſide- 
ration of the number of the ſaid Leavy,and application thereof, is by 
the Parliament remitted to the ſaid Commitree : and therewith takin 
tro conſideration the condition of the ſeverall Shires within this King- 
dome,and the neceſſity of raiſing the ſeverall proportions of Foot after 
mentioned,ourt of the ſeverall Shires,in manner, and to the effe after 
ſpecified , Have Ordained, and Ordaines the number of Eight hun- 
dreth Foot to be forthwith raiſed out of the Sheriffdoms of Roxburgh 
and Selkirk,for recruting the Earle of Louthian, Maſter of Cranſtoun, 
and Colonell Scots Regiments. Out of the Sheriffdome of Berwick 
fix hundreth, for recruting the Laird of WedCerburne, and Colonel 
Lodovick Leſlies Regiments,to be divided according to the tormer pro- 
portions which each of them had in their firſt Leavy, when the Laird 
of Aytoun lifted his Regiment. Our of the Sheriffdome of Hading- 
roun three hundreth, for recruting the Lord Humbies Regiment, which 
with three hundreth formerly put out by that Shire over and above 
cheir juſt proportion, makes ſix hundreth forthe preſent Leavy. Our 
of the Sheriftdome of Edinburgh ſix hundreth , for recruting the Ma- 
ſter of Yeſters Regiment. Our of the Burgh of Edinburgh fix hun- 
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dreth,for recruting Colonell Rees Regiment, which proportion to be 
leyied our of the ſaid Sheriffdome and Burgh of Edinburgh , is ſuper- 
ceeded till the next meeting of the Commitree of Eſtates at Linlith- 
gow. At which time the Gentlemen of that Shire, and Magiſtrates of 
that Burgh, are ordained tobe preſent, and heard upon their loſſes by 
the Plague, that conſideration may be had thereof , and courſe taken 
thereanent.

Out of the Sheriffdom of W igtoun 
and Stewartrie of Kircudbright fix hundreth , for recrating Colonell_ 
Stewart,and the Viſcount of Kenmores Regiments equally. Out of 
the Sheriffdome of Airand Ranfrew cight hundreth, for recruting the 
Earle of Cafſhils,and Lord Chancellours Regiments equally, according * 
co the bounds of their former diviſions. Our of the Sheriffdome of La- 
nerk {1x hundreth , for recruting the Generall of the Artilleries Regi- 
ment, whereof the Committee thinks fit to deduce two hundreth. in 
repard of their over-charge. Our of the Sheriffdome of Stirling and 
Clakmannan foure hundreth ninetie nine, whoreof an hundreth tor re- 
cruting the Earle of Callanders Regiment , and the reſt for recruting 
the Loxd Levingſtouns Regiment. Out of the Presbyterie of Dum- 
fermling (the _ the Sheriffdurhe of Fyffe being eximed by reaſon 
of their grear loſfes tormer]y ſuſtained ) two hundreth for recruting 
the Earle of Dumfermlings Regiment. Our of the half of the. Sheriff- 
dome of Perth foure hundreth , for recruting the Laird of Freelarids 
Regiment, bur prejudice of former-Companies appointed to be levied 
out of that Shire,for recruting of the Laird of Lawres Regiment , and - - 
the Marques of Argyles new-Reginient.

and Deficienrs of the Laird of Buchanans Regiment in Stirling Shite, 
together with that Company of Buchanans Regiment how in Inher- 
neffe,co be brought out and joyned with the Lord Levingſtouns Regi- 
ment, how ſoon the Recruits of the Laird of Laweres Regiment (hull 
be brought to Innerneſſe. And for the better and more ſpeedy yai- 
ſing of the ſaids Leayies , 'The Committee of Eſtates Ordains the 
Committees of War of each Shire , to be aſliſting tothe Officers of 
each Regiment, appointed to receiverhe ſaids Recruits; as they ſhall 
come and require the ſamine.
